BULLETIN. 


Berlin, July 30,—A note dispatched 


*J>y the German government to St. 
Petersburg this morning gave Russia 
twenty-four hours to explain her in- 
tention with regard to mobilization. 


In diplomatic quarters here It was 


laid the note to Russia asked three 
questions—the object of the mobiliza- 
tion, whether it was directed against 
Austria-Hungary, and whether Russia 
was willing to order a stoppage of the 
mobilization.

London, July 30.—A bulletin re- 


ceived by the Servian legation says 
the Austrians attempted to cross the 
Danube, twenty miles east of Bel- 
grade, and were repulsed by the Servi- 
ans, and that a big artillery engage- 
ment is in progress. 


Another message received by the 
Servian legation says the Servian 
troops successfully resisted the Aus- 
trian advance at Losnitza to the west 
of Belgrade. 


Report Sharp Fighting, 


A newspaper dispatch from Rome 


says sharp resistance is being offered 
to the Austrian advance from 
the 
northwest by small detachments of 
Servians left to impede their prog- 
ress. Ths news comes- from Nisi, 
Servia, by way of Saloniki. 
The Austro-Hungarian invaders fol- 
lowed the valley of the river Morava 
and first encountered a body of Servi- 
an troops at Semendria on the Servian 
side of the Danube. The Servians 
held their ground until nightfall, and 
then retired. Both Austrians and Ser- 
vians sustained heavy losses, several 
hundred soldiers being killed. 


Austrians Lose Heavily. 


• On the western side of Servia an 
Austrian column came into contact 
with a Servian force 
at 
Losnitza, 


which put up a stubborn defense and 
Inflicted heavy losses on the. Aus- 
trians. 


Tha andent fortresses of Belgrade 


v>'ere reduced by the Austrian artil- 
lery which, however, caused 
only 


slight damage to other parts of the 
Servian capital. Servian sharp-shoot- 
ers greatly harried the Austrian ar- 
tillerymen during the bombardment. 


Austrians on Move. 


Nish. Servia. July 30.—-The invad- 


mg Austrian troops advanced today 
some twenty miles to the southward 
of Belgrade, and an artillery duel was 
In progress this morning near Kicz- 
nicy and Semendria. 


Mobilize German Troops. 
Berlin, July 30.—The reserve offi- 
cers of the guards army corps, whose 
headquarters are in Berlin, today re- 
ceived orders to mobilize. 
Rumors were current afterward that 
the first German army corps whose 
headquarters are at Koenigsberg, has 
been mobilized and that a call had 
been issued for a session of the fed- 
eral council which is composed of 
representatives of the states of Ger- 
many. 


As to the German army in addition 
to the precautionary movements of 
smaller units toward the Russian and 
the French frontiers, the men com- 
posing the supplementary reserve, 
which consists of those who escaped 
service in the army, are reported to 
have received instructions to report 
for drill three days after the mobili- 
zation in case it should be ordered. 
May Declare War Soon. 
Some officers in close touch with 
the situation, expressed the opinion 
today that the next twenty-four hours 
will see a decision of the question of 
peace or war. 
Representative officials at the for- 
eign office declare the situation has 
grown worse today instead of better. 
They pointed out that the Russian 
army, at a • time... when•. Auatria-Hun- 
-gary- had- not moved a man- toward 
the -Russian frontier, could only be 
interpreted in one way, and that was 
that Russia was determined to sup- 
port Servia. 
It was added that France also was 
known to be making secret prepara- 
tions. 


French Are Preparing. 
Paris, 
July 
30.—Every military 
preparation short of mobilization has 
now been made in France. The prin- 
cipal railroad stations and all the sig- 
nal boxes and switches are 
today- 
guarded by troops. 
Rumors of the wildest nature were 
in circulation today to the effect that 
President Poincare, after an all night 
council of war, had decided to call up 
800,000 of the French army reserve. 
A strongly worded official denial of 
this was issued together with assur- 
ance tfiat drastic measures would be 
taken against those spreading such 
reports. The government is working 
in close co-operation with the princi- 
pal newspapers to re-assure the pub- 
lic. 


Martial Law at Ripa. 
Riga, Russia, July 30.—Martial law 
•was proclaimed today over Bolderaa 
and the mouth of the Dvina river and 


its vicinity. 
Steamers have to obtain special 
permission to pass in and out. 
The field of sub-marine mines out 
side the entrance to the harbor is to 
be completed tonight. . 
Unable To Avert Clash. 
London, July 30.—While Austrian 
invaders and 
Servian 
troops were 
fighting the opening stages of theii 
,war on Servian territory .today, Eu 
ropean statesmen and rulers were ea 
gaged in what they regarded as the 
almost hopeless task of trying to 
avert a general clash of the millions 
composing the armies of the great 


I European powers. 
I 
Sir Edward Grey, a central figure In 
the controversy, owing to his strong 
efforts to keep the powers of the 
triple alliance and the triple entente 
jfrom each other's throats, was not 
able to give any cheering news when 
he spoke about the crisis to the mem 
bers of the house of commons. 
Grey Sees Little Hope. 
The British foreign secretary said: 
"I regret that I cannot say the situ 
ation is less grave than it was yester 
day. 
The outstanding facts are mucli 
the same. Austria-Hungary has begun 
her war against Servia, and Russia 
has ordered part mobilization of her 
troops. This has not hitherto lead to 
corresponding steps taken, bj the 
other powers so far as our Information 
goes. 
"We continue to pursue our one 
great object of preserving the Euro 
pean peace, and for this purpose we 
are keeping in close touch with the 
powers." ' 
"In thus" keeping touch we have. 1 
am glad to say, had no difficulty with 
the other powers, although it had not 
been possible for those powers to join 
in diplomatic actions as was proposed 
on Monday last." 


Asquith's Speech. 
Premier Asquith's announcement to 
the house of commons the postpone 
ment of the second reading of the bill 
to amend the Irish home rule bill 
said: 
"We meet today under conditions ol 
gravity which axe almost unparalleled 
in the experience of any one of us. 


"The 
issues of peace and war are 
hanging in the balance, and with us 
is the risk of a catastrophe of which 
it is impossible to measure the dimen- 
sions or the effects. 
"In these

Abandon Internal Strife. 
"If we were to proceed today with 
the amending bill, we should inevi 
tably—unless the 
debate were con 
ducted in an artificial 
tone—be in- 
volved in accute controversies in re- 
gard to domestic difference, whose 
importance to ourselves none is dis 
posed to belittle. 
"I need not say more than that such 
a use of our time at such a moment 
may have an injurious and lastingly 
injurious effect on the Internationa 
situation. 
"Mr. Bonar Law, leader of the op- 
position, shares to the full the views 
I have expressed. We, therefore, 
propose to postpone for the presenl 
the second reading of the amending 
bill without prejudice to its future, in 
the hopes that by the postponment ol 
this discussion the patriotism of all 
parties will contribute to what lies in 
our power, if not to avert, to at least 
circumscribe — the calamity which 
threatens the whole world." 
Feeling In Italy. 
Rome, July 30.—Official circles here 
appeared today to have abandoned all 
hope of the efficacy of mediation In 
the European conflict. It was stated 
that the moment had now come for 
{lermany to show whether" she want- 
ed and still wants war, and it was 
argued that she alone could influence 
for peace. 


Call Out Reserves. 
London. July 30.—Several sessions 
of the British special defense 
force 
were called to duty today on the 
west and south coasts to relieve the 
regulars to guard the 
bridges and 
railroad sidings. The special army 
reservists called to the colors today 
comprise electricians, 
military 
en- 
gineers and mine layers. British ad- 
miralty also requested the big Welsh 
coal owners to retain their stock of 
fuel. 
The gravity of the international sit- 
uation was recognized in all Europe- 
an capitals today. 
Premier Asquith and Sir Edward 
Grey called on all parties in the Brit- 
ish Isles to join in efforts to avert 
the immeasurable calamity of an ex! 
tension of hostilities .t other, coun- 
tries. 
The German emperor conferred at 
length with the imperial chancellor 
and the ministers of war and marines, 
and later reserve officers received or- 
ders to mobilize.

The officers of-the regular 
army had received instructions yes- 
terday to hold themselves In readi- 
ness for the mobilization of their 
units. 
Berlin, July 30,—State railway em- 
ployes armed with carbines and ball 
cartridges,, were placed on duty today 
at all the railroad bridges and cul- 
verts throughout Germany.

Failure to File Statement .Does Not

Madison, WIs., July 30.— A failure 
to file an expense account as required 
by law does not affect the right of a 
candidate to a place On the primary 
ballot, but affects only the right of 
the candidate who receives the highest 
number of votes in the primary and 
who would otherwise be entitled to 
tie certified 
and to have his name 
placed on the election ballot as the 
nominee of his party. This opinion 
was rendered to District 
Attorney 
Charles F. Morris of Iron River. The 
Inquiry was whether a candidate who 
had filed his papers but no expense 
accounts is entitled to a place on the 
primary ballot. The opinion 
holds 
that while he can have his name on 
Lhe primary, ballot, should he receive 
:he highest number of votes, he can 
not be certified to a place on the elec- 
tion ballot.

"If the disqualification occurred un- 
der such circumstances and attended 
by such publicity that a number of 
voters equal to the plurality received 
jy such candidate in the primary 
could be said to have voted for the 
candidate with knowledge of the dis- 
qualification" gays the • opinion, "the 
candidate receiving the next highest 
number of votes would be the nominee.

The De- 
cember option which closed at nine- 
ty-one cents last night, sold immedi- 
ately at ninety eight. The prices were 
two cents apart la various sections 
or the nit at the same moment. 
Par more warlike conditions today 
than were believed likely from yes- 
terday's advices formed a basis for 
the 
big advance. The Immediate 
causa was a sensational drop In Brit- 
ish consols and exciting buying: la 
the wheat market at Liverpool, result- 
Ing from purchases from the German 
government direct. 
Tumultuous scenes at the opening 
of trading had 
virtually no specta- 
tors. Not more than a half 
dozen 
persons were In the gallery, the com- 
parative lameness of 
yesterday's 
market having been a dlsappolntmaat 
to sightseers. 
Rumors that Germany and Russ:a 
had 
severed 
diplomatic 
relations 
caused fresh burst of excitement in 
the wheat pit just before mid-day. In 
a few minutes prices had surpassed 
the early high level by more than a. 
cent. 


BRITISH GUNBOATS 


DESERTED BY CREWS 


Sailor* Leave Ship* In Chinese Waters 


and Hasten to Land Ports to 


Defend Property. 


Hankow, China, July 30.—The Brit 
ish gunboats 
Snipe, Wookcock and 
Kinsha, of the British China squadron, 
were deserted by order of the admir- 
ality 
today.

breech locks from the guns, took away 
all the arms and ammunition possible 
and threw the 
remainder into the 
Yangtse Kiang. The three gunboats 
were tied to the dock and only care- 
takers left In charge. The troops de- 
parted tonight for Shanghai, and later 
probably will go to Hong Kong. 
It is understood that the British ad 
mlrallty similarly is dismantling all 
the small British gunboats in Chinese 
waters and sending 
their crews to 
Hong Kong asd Wei Hal Wei, in order 
to defend these important possessions 
against a possible German attack.

Large Entry List. 
The course of which he speaks so 


highly is that selected for the Wis- 
consin state tournament this year, the 
week beginning Aug. 10, and the pre- 
liminary reports from up-state indi- 
cate that the list of entries will be far 
and away the biggest in the history 
of the state. The fact that it is an 
eighteen hole course makes it possi- 
ble to run off the event without con- 
gestion, and the short and long holes 
are so Interspersed that there will not 
be serious congestion at any spot on 
the round. 
Elaborate preparations have been 
made for the tournament by the Mil 
waukee Country club, even to the ex 
tent of sending teams of golfers out 
to state clubs to play smaller courses 
and Invite their atars to participate. 


Description of Coune. 


A description 
of the course will 
probably be of interest to every 
golfer in the state, who has not been 
over the course, for the various holes 
are bunkered in beautiful shape, jus 
so as to catch misplayed shots, anc 
not to penalize a correct shot. The 
course is so arranged that the first tee 
is right In front of the club house, and 
the ninth green is beside the house 
making it easy to check players as 
they finish a half round. The tenth " "'."" 
tee is east of the club house, and the I "ensive 
eighteenth green down in front of the 
house, where the play can be readily 
watched from the club house veranda. 
The course is so arranged that a large 
part of the play of the eighteen holes 
can be witnessed, with the use of 
glasses, without leaving the house.

WILL DISSOLVE TRIBE 


OF CHEROKEE INDIANS 


GIGANTIC TRIBE OF FAMOUS RED 


MEN WILL BECOME CITIZENS 


ON ORDER. 


BECOME FULL CITIZENS 


Over Forty 
Thousand 
Member* of 


Tribe Will Receive Allotment of 


Cain For Land*. 


Washington, July 30.—The passing 
of the Red Man and his slow but 
steady absorption 
into the body of 
American citizenship, wag made evii 
dent by-the recent order of the In- 
dian office 
dissolving 
the Cherokee 
nation as a tribal 
entity on July 1 
last and placing the members of the 
largest of the live civilized tribes on 
the same footing as white residents 
of Oklahoma. 
The Cherokees have figured in some 
of the notable stages of American his- 
tory. Ethnologlcally they are said to 
be a branch of the Iroquols family, al- 
though never allied politically with 
the Iroquols nation. 'Originally they 
occupied the Appamatox basin of Vir- 
ginia but were gradually driven south 
into Georgia and the Carollnas, with 
branches in Kentucky and Tennessee. 
Here they 
developed 
the powerful 
confederacy which made treaties with 
the United States, and resisted the ef- 
forts of the states to dispossess them. 
This raised one of the first Issues over 
the state being bound by federal treat- 
ies. When the United States supreme 
court sustained the Cherokee treaties, 
Andrew 
Jackson, 
then 
president, 
made his famous remark: "Well, John 
Marshall has made his deC?Jlon, now 
let him enforce it." 
Were Leading Tribe. 
The Cherokees made rapid progress 
in education and civilization aband- 
oning the chase for agriculture, and 
finally developing 
an 
alphabet and 
language of their own. This was the 
production of 
one 
of their mixed- 
blood members, Sequoya, or George 
Guss, who invented a syllabary of 73 
signs forming the basis of the Chero- 
kee language since1 known as Sequoya. 
About this 
time a 
newspaper the 
Cherokee Phoenix, was started at New 
Echota, in Georgia, the capital of the. 
nation. The office was a log house 
and the paper was printed in English 
and Cherokee. Publication was sus- 
pended after six years by the Georgia 
authorities.

After a hopeless struggle lasting for 
years, under their great chief, John 
Ross, the Cherokees, on December 29, 
1835 signed a treaty by which they 
agreed to sell their remaining terri- 
tory and move out beyond the Missis- 
sippi to a country there to be set 
aside for thein, in Indian Territory. 
Objection to the

As to the various modes of trapping. 


I will start with the bear. The most 
modern and ap to date way to catch 
a bear,is to use a steel Newhouse trap. 
The Newhouse trap weighs about tweo 
ty pounds and has two heavy steel 
springs which control two heavy steel 
toothed Jnws. Attached to this is a 
chain about four feet long with a ring 
on the end. This ring is to fit over a 
piece of timber ten feet long and four 
Inches in diameter which is called a 
clog. 


This dog Is used so that when the 


steel jaws close on the bear's leg be 
will drag it along. As long as be can 
make headway be will keep going, but 
If be finds himself fast he will "leg 
himself," or, in other words, cnanw oft 
Ms own foot and make his escape, if 
a bear starts the trap and finds that 
he can make progress be will wortr all 
kinds of ways to clear himself from 
any tangle be gets into. But you will 
always flnd him in a Newhouse trap. 


In trapping a bear in this manner 


bait is necessary. 
Anything in the 


way of fish or fresh or stale meat Is 
good, but best of all is tbe carcass of 
another bear. 


Another way to trap a bear Is 


through the use of a deadfall. The 
deadfall Is built of logs. First place a 
bed log so that it lies about one and 
one-half feet above the gronnd. Next 
drive four long, heavy sticks Into the 
ground, two on each side of the bed 
log and about eight feet apart 


In tbe slots between these sticks 


| nnotber log. called the drop log, Is 


i placed upon the bed log. At one end 
! it Is raised np and supported by a 


I prop, which Is known as a figure 4. 


i ' Then this top log la loaded with foni 


I or flve other logs, these logs fitting Into 


i the slots made by the extending sticks. 


Among trappers these logs are known 
as tbe load. 
i Tbe bait for this trap is placed on 
the back of the deadfall and is pro- 
tected by brush and sticks In such a 
way that It can only be reached from 
the front of the deadfall. Tbe bait is 
likewise put at such a distance that 
the bear -will have to step over the 
logs before he can reach It. 


When he pulls the bait the trap is 


sprung, and the drop log falls and 
crushes tbe animal between the logs. 


An older method, and one used by 


the Indian squaws to trap grizzly 
bears in tbe west, is to dig a pit in tbe 
ground and build a deadfall of logs and 
etones above It. When tbe trap is 
sprung the bear is buried in tbe pit un- 
der the heavy load. 


This kind of a pit and deadfall is 


similar to the one I used to trap my 
bear during my wilderness experi- 
ment If I had had an ax I .would 
have built a regular deadfall. As it 
was, I was forced to use what loose 
material I found about me. With this 
rough material 1 constructed a combi- 
nation pit and deadfall which, caught 
tbe bear alive. 
The only difference between ray trap 


and the one used by tbe squaws was 
that my trap did not crush tbe life out

To catch these animals in the lake 


country set your trap In about two 
feet of water on a flat rock or a nat- 
ural stepping plnce which the mink 
would use in coming from the water. 
The placing of tbe bait close by entices 
tbe animal, who, coming by way of 
yonr trap, falls a victim. 


Beaver castor, the essence of the 


Is 
very penetrating, and a little ot this 
spread in the vicinity of the traps will 
attract the. animals very qnlekly. 


Catching the otter is somewhat more 


difficult. If he is going upstream be 
always goes through the biggest swell 
of water. 


Otters breast themselves against the 


flow of water and push themselves 
over the falls with their hind feet until 
they reach another flow, and so on. 


Their front feet, which they use very 


little, are so small that a trap would 


woodcraft. 


These two months in the forest I sat 


time and time again in front of my 
campSre and really thought for the 
first time in my life. It seemed as if 
every experience I ever had came 
back to me in the most minute detail. 
This made my brain worth something 
to me. In a word, my. two months in 
tbe woods have been a wonderful edu- 
cation. Tbe experiment made me find 
myself. It gave me perfect health. It 
demonstrated to me that there were 
thousands of things in our present so 
colled civilized life that are unnecessa- 
ry, in fact foolish, ridiculous, wasteful 
practices that stand in reality for noth- 
ing.

It established for me the realization 


that people are slaves to luxury, and 
that luxury is making great inroads on 
the mind and health. 


Sly friends know that the notoriety, 


which perhaps has come as a result of 
this experiment..means nothing to me. 
I have always aspired to do my part in 
the world, if I could but make a start. 
For every man it is a hard thing to 
start. I made, up my mind one day 
that I would get such a start. Then 
the idea of this trip came to me just 
as I have previously described it.

Not being in sympathy with tbe 


wholesale slaughter of animals through 
oar system of hunting today. I will not 
dwell at length on that particular, side 
ot wooi life. However, I -wish to say 
Jnst a word. 'Anything that the Inw 
allows a hunter to do is accepted by 
everybody to be fair. 


For the mere payment of so much 


money to the state authorities hunters 
are allowed to go into the forest with 
rifles and rapid fire guns and kilt a 
stipulated number of deer and mooae. 
But they can't do this unless they pay 
so much money. 


Such practices are not in accord with 


nature. They are not in harmony with 
the great out of door movement and 
are ot no benefit to tbe people. 


Tbe killing of animals for the mere 


sport of it should be absolutely stop- 
ped. 
Let woodsmen and campers kill 


game only when they are forced to do 
so out of necessity. 


There should never be a law prohib- 


iting tbe killing ot animals for use id 
case of necessity. 


Tbe animal has not got • square deal 


when he Is pitting bis craft against 
that of the hunter with a gnn. The 
gun should only be used when meat 
or skin is necessary. Onder such con- 
ditions its use is perfectly fair. 


So called sport as It exists today Is 


nothing more than the instinct In man. 
to kill Inferior animals. "What pleas- 
ure Is there in putting a bullet through 
a i-unuing deer? .Why does a man kill 
a fleer? 


After all my life in the forest I have 


not got a single animal head or any- 
thing like that in my tome. I would 
rather know that the animals were 
roaming free in their natural haunts. 


Instead I have some photographs 


of the inhabitants of the wilderness 
which I prize more highly than, any 
trophy obtained by trap, snare or rifle. 
These photographs were taken down 
streams in the 'darkness of the night, 
under the jackUght. in the deep shows 
in winter, where the animals live in 
yards, and along the trails in the open 
places. 


While I have killed much game for 


various reasons, I have passed hun- 
dreds of wild animals by when I conld 
easily have slaughtered them. 


Friends with me, have said, "Why 


didn't yon take a shot at that fellow?" 


I would reply to them by saying, "I 


would rather see a wild animal run- 
ning than falling." 


am glad that the 


me, and I am glad that I gave the time 
to think it oat. The thought that per- 
haps I was doing something was an in- 
centive, although many times in the 
forest I wondered just what the people 
on tbe outside were saying about the 
experiment. 


Perhaps the experiment will demon- 


strate to the man who is lost in the 
woods that all is not lost. Perhaps 
the thought that I existed for .two 
months without tbe slightest aid may 
help a man under such circumstances. 
I sincerely hope so. 


The one thing that stands out more 


strongly than the rest, perhaps, is the 
health side of the question. I mention. 
this about myself Just as I would tell 
the story about any man because I be- 
lieve the comparative values to be of 
vital interest. 


On July 30, just before I left for the 


northern Maine country, I was exam 
ined by Dr. Dudley Allen Sargent, 
physical director of Harvard univer- 
sity. 


At that time Dr. Sargent made the 


following statement: 


"I have made a thorough physical 


examination of Joseph Knowles of 
Boston, and from the results I am cer- 
tain that if it is possible for any hu- 
man being to accomplish the expert 
ment. Knowles can do It. 


"His attempt to live like a primeval 


man will have a scientific value. It 
will also have a practical value, de- 
pending in extent on what he actually 
accomplishes in the •woods. 


"I believe it is possible for man to 


revive many things which he has lost 
during the progress of civilization 
There is no question that in our ad- 
vancement from primeval life we have 
dropped through disuse a great.dea 
of natural knowledge; onr nrtiflcia 
life has robbed us of some of our great 
est powers and has stunted others. 


"Tbe 'getting back to nature move- 


ment.' which I have consistently In 
dorsed and which is now gaininj 
ground everywhere, is turning tbe tide 
backward. Out of door lite is todaj 
being demonstrated as the ideal and 
natural life for human beings. 


"The attempt of. Knowles to live en 


tirely cut off from civilization is 
further move in the right direction 
and. it reaches the fundamentals.. Few 


men dare attempt' such a sweeping 
change of living, and few men are 
quipped physically to accomplish the 
result. Still fewer men have tbe pre- 
Tions knowledge of tbe woods wbicb 


necessary. 
•However, tbe object lesson of any 


man's success in living Independently 
n tbe woods for months would be of 
jeat value to people who enter for- 
ests. A lost roan .should be self sus- 
taining. He should know how. To 
mow that it bad been done would give 
ilm assurance, and any actual experi- 
ence under these circumstances should 
tarnish him •with methods. 
"We Trtll be interested to know how 


tbe lack of salt will affect Knowlea 
and to flnd the effect of a sudden 
change of diet from city fare to wild 
things. We want to know how, his 
wild life will affect his physical condi- 
tion, his weight and his measurements. 
How greatly the cold will affect bis 
comfort after he becomes inured is 
also Interesting to science. 


'When Knowles returns to Boston 


after his two months in tbe woods I 
will again make a complete examina- 
tion and by comparison with his con- 
dition when he entered will be able, I 
think, to say what effect his experi- 
ment has had., v , 
' ~CTO" 


That trip of mine into the -wilderness 


means that I was literally born again. 
The day I came forth, from the woods 
was tbe beginning of a new life forme. 


During my life in the world of civili- 


zation I had never really given the 
time to think about things. I never 
really stopped to consider all the great 
advantages of nature. I never review- 
ed in my mind the various experience? 
I had had in previous years in tbe 
woods. I did not stop to consider the 
many- interesting things that I knew 
about animals, trapping, hunting **"?

one day:
